Born Free is being filmed in Kenya in Africa—not in 
a Hollywood studio. This meant that a lot of compli- 
cated living arrangements had to be made. The cast 
and crew settled into a hotel, while the trainers and mok

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The trainers are really expert in getting the animals 
to do all that the script calls for. The chicken bit is just 
one of many iricks. For example, how do you get two 
lions to fight? Lions have a very strong sense of terri- 
tory. That means they don’t want other lions hanging 
around ithe areas they think of as their own. The ani- 
mal trainers make use of this when they want to stage 
alion fight. Here’s how: They take one lion to a certain 
place every morning and feed him. Then in the atter- 
noon, they take the other lion to the same place and 
feed him. Before very long, each lion feels that he has 
dibs on the spot. Then they take both lions to the spot 
at the same time. Of course the lions fight over the 
place, and the crew films the fight. (The trainers sepa- 
rate the lions before they can really hurt each other.) 


In one of the sequences in Born Free, Elsa was sup- 
posed to sit in a tree, while the two human stars stood 
next to the tree. It was no problem getting Elsa into the 
tree. The trainers simply put some raw meat on a 
branch, and Elsa jumped up to get it. The problem 
was how to get Elsa to stay there long enough to 
shoot the scene. The lion kept jumping up, eating her 
snack, and then jumping down again! Eventually 
they managed to get the shot. You see the lion in the 
tree, with Gary Collins and Diana Muldaur standing 
next to the tree—but what you don't see are the two 
trainers who are standing behind the tree holding the 
lion's back legs so that she can't jump down! 


There was a famous photograph in the book Living 
Free which showed several lion cubs sitting calmly 
on some rocks next to their mother. It's almost impos- 
sible to get cubs to sit still. One trainer looked at the 
picture and shook his head. “I don't know how they 
did it!” he laughed. “They must have stapled their 
tails to the rocks.” 


Of course, staples are out, but there were times 
when some one might have come close to suggesting 


them. Patience is a real necessity when you work with 
animals. 


Cheryll Shawver is a young woman who knows a 
lot about patience and a lot about animals. She has 
been training them since she was seventeen. Now 
she is one of the trainers working on Born Free. 
Cheryll’s special interest is elephants. ‘Most people 
think chimps are the smariest animals,” she said. 
“That's just because they have hands and they look 
like people. But I think elephants are the smartest.” 


Cheryll tells a story about one elephant she 
worked with who was a real escape artist—he could 
get out of any chains or cage. Once he was put in 
with another elephant. When Cheryll came to feed 
them, she found that the escape artist had set himself 
free and was busily undoing his friend’s chains. 


Cheryll trained the baby elephant La Mar, who is 
in Born Free. She started with him when he was just 
a baby, and in less than five weeks she had taught 
him an amazing number of tricks. Cheryll explained 
that baby elephants are very frightened. If you leave 
them alone at night, they'll cry and make themselves 
sick. To avoid this, Cheryll had to sleep in the ele- 
phant's house for the first week or so. She was the 
only person who ever fed him. In this way, the ele- 
phant grew to trust her. Now La Mar is a little spoiled. 
He insists on having sugar in his water—or else he 
won't drink it! 

The first stunt Cheryll teaches an elephant is how to 
walk up and down a plank. Why do you think this is 
the first trick an elephant learns? Because the ele- 
phant has to be able to get in and out of the truck that 
takes him to his job. The second trick she teaches an 
elephant is to stand with one foot in the air and stay 
like that. This trick has a practical purpose as well. 
When an elephant has one foot in the air, he can't 
run away. 


Even with expert trainers around, there is always 
a risk when you are working with wild animals. On: 
Born Free, there was that little matter of the elephant 
stampede, for example. One script called for Elsa to 
start an elephant stampede. The film unit went to a 
game preserve where they found a herd of elephants. 
They set up their cameras, and they let a trained lion 
loose among the elephants. The cameras were ready 
to film the elephants as they stampeded to the side, 
past them. Unfortunately, the elephants didn't know 
they were supposed to exit stage left. Instead, they 
ran in the other direction—directly at the cameras and 
crew! You can't yell cut” at a stampeding herd of 
elephants and expect cooperation. So the crew stam- 
peded as well. Everyone ran full speed and scrambled 
into the trucks. One trainer hopped into the first truck 
he saw and found himself sitting in the lion’s cage. 
This was fine with him—until the terrified lion jumped 
in right next to him! 


Another time the crew was filming in a game pre 
serve with a trained lion named Lamu. Lamu is not 
known as the world’s smartest lion, and in the middle 
of a scene, she just wandered off. The trainer ran atter 
her with a bribe of raw meat. He tracked her by foot. 
and then by car. Finally he found her. She was just 
staring at him. “All right, you dumb lion,” the trainer 
called and showed her the meat. It was then that the 
trainer got a good look at the lion. He couldn't help 
noticing that Lamu, the female lion, appeared to be 
growing a mane. It didn't take the trainer too long to 
realize that the lion he was scolding wasn't Lamu at 
all—it was a wild lion! Luckily, he got away before 
the male lion took offense. (Lamu was found a little 
later.) 


How do the human actors react to working with 
dangerous animals? ‘Working with lions didn't scare 
me at all,” said Diana Muldaur who plays Joy. “Once 
I was in a movie where we had to work with bats. 
Believe me, after bats, lions are nothing. Besides I've 
been around animals all my life. When I was a kid, I 
showed dogs and horses for prizes. I just love 
animals.” 


Gary Collins who plays George said that working 
with the animals was fine, besides it was a thrill to be 
in Africa. They asked if I could go to Africa for eight 
months,” Gary remembered. That's like saying to an 
actor, cam you ride a motorcycle? You can't, but 
you'll manage. So you say, ‘Of course I can.’ Actually 


the whole idea of coming to Africa was so exciting, 
there just wasn't any question in my mind. Now that 
I'm here, I have to say it's even more exciting than I 
dreamed it would be.” 


In addition to the regulars, most of the shows will 
feature guest stars. These lucky actors and actresses 
get an all-expenses paid trip to Africa. Susan Dey, 
was on one of the shows, as were Peter Lawford and 
Hari Rhodes. 


Another frequent visitor to the set is Joy Adamson. 
She wrote the book Born Free about her experiences 
with the lioness, Elsa. She reads all the scripts to make 
sure that they are true to life, and she gives her advice 
on the filming. Joy Adamson has devoted a good part 
of her life to trying to save wild animals. That is one 
reason why she agreed to allow the TV series. She 
felt that a TV program might reach people and make 
them realize how important wildlife preservation is.

And so began, in 1903, the devel- 
opment of Chocolate Town, U.S.A. 

His Sends said, "Listen, Milton, a million dollars is 
too much money io put into a factory in a cornfield. 


Where will you get enough people to work for you? 
How will you sell enough chocolate to make the fac- 
tory selfsupporting?’’ But Milton Hershey was deter- 
mined. He said, "What I want to do is to find a prac- 
tical use for what I have and put it to work in a way 
that will benefit others.” And that’s exactly what he 
did. He opened his factory, filled the air with a 
chocolatey-goodness and filled the factory with will- 
ing workers. Not only did he build a factory, but he 
built a town as well. Houses were erected and rented 
or sold to Hershey workers. Stores, banks and other 
conveniences were established. 

Now, seventy-one years later, the town of Hershey 
is bigger and better than ever. In addition to all the 
local businesses and the Hershey factory itself, there 
is the Hershey Museum, Hotel Hershey, and the fabu- 
lous Hersheypark, one of the most popular amuse- 
ment centers in the mid-Atlantic region. And the town 
is still drenched in the aromas of various chocolate 
products. Many of the townspeople swear they can 
tell what's cooking just by the smell in the air. Some 
days the wind carries semi-sweetness through the 
trees.

As 
nibble the chocolate of your choice you can 
choose a souvenir from the collection of T-shirts, mugs, 
pens, magnets, decals, Kiss charms, and plenty of 
other remembrances offered at yet another grass hut. 

Just when you think you know all there is to know 
about chocolate, just when you're convinced thai 
there isn’t a corner of the world of chocolate that 
hasn't been explored by you, just when you'Te sure 
all the facts have been turned over to you, you find 
out one more fact, the most amazing fact of all! Choco- 
late, that delicious, creamy, dreamy, good-tasting 
confection is really and truly good for you! It's filled 
with vitamin A, protein, phosphorus, iron, riboflavin 
and vitamin D. Chocolate is famous as a source of 
quick energy, which is why astronauts on the Apollo 
15 Lunar Expedition included it on their. menu. And 
soldiers always carry some form of it in their survival 
kits, while athletes eat chocolate when they know 
they're going to need extra energy to get them through 
a big game.

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The Amazing Story of Gymnast Clga Korbut 


She is only four feet 10 inches tall and weighs about 
85 pounds, including her famous pig tails—about the 
size of many American fifth graders. 


It doesn't sound like the physical equipment of an 
Olympic champion. But for Russian gymnast Olga 
Korbut it was enough. 


With her charm, dazzle, and courage Olga captured 
a world-wide TV audience in the 1972 Olympics in 
Munich, Germany. Since then she has done more for 
girls in sports, and gymnastics in particular, than any- 
one else. Now girls gymnastics is big time. 


Until the fourth grade Olga was just another school- 
girl in Grodno, Russia, where she was born on May 
16, 1955. But when she was nine, she was placed in a 
special sports school. 


It was unusual for a girl as tiny as she was to be 
given this attention. But Olga was a fierce com- 
petitor. She could already run faster than most of the 
boys, although track was not to be her sport. She 
showed the qualities of a fine gymnast. 


Renald Knysh, her coach, quickly noticed several 
things about her. Because she was so tiny she worked 
twice as hard as anyone. And she was also stubborn 
and liked to do things her own way. No matter how 
hard he tried to bring her along slowly, she refused to 
go slow. She always wanted to try new things. 


Olga Korbut was soon ready for anything. By the 
time she was 14 she had a reputation as a budding 
star, and she wanted to enter the national champion- 
ships. The trouble was, you had to be 16 to be in the 
event. After a lot of wrangling, Olga’s coach con- 
vinced the judges to make an exception—the first time, 
ever—and Olga got into the nationals. No, she didn't 
win—but against top Olympic stars Olga took fifth 
place, and she showed the judges something they 
had never seen before. 


There are four events in women’s gymnastics: the 
uneven parallel bars, the horse vault, the balance 
beam, and the free floor exercises. At the nationals, 
little Olga Korbut dazzled the audience with some- 
thing never before seen on the balance beam. The 
beam is a bar of wood 16 feet long, four and a half 
feet from the floor—and only four inches wide. Olga 
did a perfect backward somersault on the four-inch 
wide piece of wood. If the audience was dazzled, the 
judges were stumped. Since they’d never seen it 
before, how could they score it? They just knew it was 
super, and that a star was born! 


The star was expected to shine her brightest at the 
1972 Olympics. By this time Olga had already re- 
ceived the highest honor possible in Russian athletics. 
She was Master of Sports. It usually takes seven years 
to win this honor, but Olga did it in five. 


On world-wide TV, millions of people were caught 
up by 17-year-old Olga’s brilliance in the four events. 


She took a Gold medal on the balance beam. In the 
horse vault where her size was against her, she did 
not score at all. Then she took another Gold on the 
uneven bars. Then came the floor exercises, where 
each girl performs for one and a half minutes. It is a 
striking combination of dives, rolls and flips, set to 
music and mixed with graceful ballet movements. 


Usually the free exercises is one of Olga’s best 
events, but at Munich there were some doubts that 
she could win it. The day before, she had made a false 
step and tripped slightly. Olga had fled to the side- 
lines, the TV camera following her. There the lens 
caught tears streaming down her face. Millions of TV 
viewers saw it. Many of them cried with her, thinking 
the mishap would shake her up the next day. They 
did not know Olga's pride and determination. 


_The next day, Olga trailed in the compulsory move- 
ments but in the free exercises she was a whirling, 
flying elf. She ended in perfect time with the final 
chord of music, her hands flung up with joy. It was 
another Gold, adding up to three Golds and a Silver. 


After the Olympics the Russians sent the girl 
gymnasts on tour of the United States. Mobs met them 
at every airport. Olga found Olga Korbut fan clubs 
wherever she went. They knew all about her. They 
knew she was one of four sisters, and that she always 
carried a little stuffed hedgehog with purple hair. 
They knew that her favorite food was catsup and that 
she often had a pint of it for breakfast. Her fans even 
displayed Olga’s mother’s favorite advice to her 
daughter: ‘’Be careful, be joyful, be first.’’ Arenas were 
packed wherever the Russians appeared, Olga Kor- 
but was the magnet who drew these crowds. 


Largely because of Olga’s dramatic Olympic feats, 
women’s gymnastics are now on an exciting upswing 
in America. Irene Goldsmith, who is in charge of girls 
gymnastics for Nassau County schools in New York 
told Dynamite: 

“The girls find it exciting. They enjoy the body 
movements and the sense of ballet. Gymnastics give 
girls a feeling of confidence they've never had before. 

"And you should see the younger kids!” Ms. 
Goldsmith went on. "They're absolutely fearless. They 
do front and back somersaults, handsprings, cart 
wheels and walkovers. Things their mothers never 
dreamed of. By the time they get to high school— 
WOW!" 

Gymnastics for girls is big not only on Long Island, 
but in the rest of the country as well. ‘Before long,” 
says Ms. Goldsmith, “girls’ gymnastics here will start 
catching up to the Russians in popularity and 
achievement.”

Race your own car on this dynamite track. First play the game 
on this page. Then draw your own track. The game is played on 
graph paper. A race track wide enough for a car for each player 
is drawn. The track on this page is wide enough for 3 cars to start. 
The track may be of any length or shape. It should have one curve. 
Each player uses a different color pen or pencil to play. 

Cars line up at the starting line. Players can flip a coin 
or draw lots for order of turns. The object of the game is to cross the 
finish line first, without hitting another car or running off the track. 

The first player makes his/her first move. This 
move has two parts: the forward part and the sideways part. For 
the forward part, he/she can move just 1 box forward or no boxes 
forward. For the sideways part, he/she can move either 1 box

sideways or no boxes sideways. The two moves do not have to be 
the same. The player draws a line to show his move, a dot to show 
its end, and a number one at the dot. Other players take a first move 
in the same way. If a move at any time in the game puts one player 
on the same spot as another player, this moving player has ca- 
used a collision and is out. If a player's car leaves the track during 
the game, he/she is out. 


) AND Whatever a player's last 
move was, he/she may: increase or decrease each part of it by 1 
or stay the same on either the forward part of the move or the side- 
ways part. Again, the two moves need not be the same. 

Hint: Plan ahead so you don’t go out off the track on the curves.
